LYING RUMOURS ABOUT THE 
MASON AFFAIR - 

A gront deal of unmitigated nonsense has 
boon telegraphed about the troubles in 
China, but the following from a Ga. 
nadion paper is worse than anything 
thot, has yot appeared. The worst 
feature about the mesango is that it seams 
jto' show that the Chinose Government 
attempted to maka capital out of the Mason 
affair, and it conveys the suspicion that the 
Chinese authorities instigatod the whole 
affair :— 

London, Sept. 26.—Tho wessage of tho 
Chineso Government showing that English 
subjects aro largoly engaged in exciting 
robsllion and in adyocsting the nso of 
dynamite o5 a means of destroying the 
established order of things in Chins, has 
fallen like « bomb shell on tho British 
Forsign Office. For months past the 
Britigh Goverament has boen posing as the 
champion’ of civilisation againat the unre- 
generated Chinesa, and British vesasle of 
war have been ready to lead the other 
powers in the bombardment of Chinete 
cities ad a penalty for not preserving order, 
and now it turns out that the men who are 
making a profitable business of the disorder 
aro British subjects, who have been import- 
ing tiffes and oxplosives for the uso of such 
natives as might be induced to their de- 
signe.” Tho British authorities in China 
have been promptly ordered to make their 
investigations as to the guilt of the ac- 
used as thorough and searching o8 
possible and meantime the other powers 
are in o quandary relative to future 
action, The treaty binds them to act 
in conjunction with England, but Eng- 
land’s right to interfere is discredited 
and practically annulled by the dovelop- 
€ | monts above alladed to, Itis even claimed 
that the British subjects under arrest in 
China are merely the agente fora wealthy 
olique in Bong Kong, who profit themselves 
jn cxciting tho Chinese in civil war. Son- 
sible foroigners at Shanghai favor the stond 
taken by the Chinese Government. Ove 
of Shanghai's most prominent foreign 
merchants is quoted as authority for the 
statement that missionatics are pitogether 
too aggressive in going counter to the tradi- 
tions and prejudices of the poople and that 
thereby thoy often provoke hostile demon- 
strations of violence which are really in- 
tended simply a8 a protest against the in- 
tolerance. This ia the view recently urged 
by a Chinesv magistrate upon the fureigners 
of Shanghai, and it has met with many 
favorable responses.

OHINESE IN AMERICA. 

Thore is some consternation in America. 
A Chinaman was arrested scmo time ago in 
the State of Michigan, and the Commis- 
sioner, after investigating Lis case, ordered 
hiv to be sont back to China, under the 
provisions of the Exclusion Act, The 
Chinaman claimed that be had come from 
Canada, and that the law only directed his 
return to the countt, whence he had come.

turned without any of these gtorcs. Tho 
story is scarcely to be believed for & mo- 
ment. They ara, donbtless, invented for 
the sake of possibly still furth alionating 
the Sublime Porte from England, 

What is certain, however, is that the 
whola south-west corner of the Arabian 
yoninsula, which haa only been under Turk- 
ish rule for about twenty years, has now 
entirely thrown off the axthority of tha 
Sultan. How fat the disatfoction will ox- 
tend is difficult tu cstimate, but for evid. 
ent reasons it is Likely to involve the whole 
of Arabia. 

MONTENEGRO WAR VESSELS. 

A Vienna dispatch says that the order 
from Montenogto. for the building uf three 
volunteer cruisers in Engli-b yards, is ‘the 
subject of considerable discussion in official 
circles. By the terms of tha treaty of 
Vienna, Montenegro bes no right to a 
separate navy. Her war vessels must fly 
tho Austrian flag, This restriction is very 
galling to the Mon®onegrins, and they have 
mora than once exked the advice of the 
Czar as to avoiding it. Tho vessels ordered 
will be men-of-war to all intents and 

for Russion uso 
as a Trojan horse ; in an attack on Con- 
stantinople they would be less subject to 
suspicion than Russian vessels. There is 
no doubt whatever that Russia advances 
the money to pay for these vessels, a0 that 
thay will ba virtually Russian ships of war, 
going aud coming’ in the Mediterranenn. 

It is well Known in Vienna that Mon- 
tenesro is in a miserable condition finan- 
cially. The wretched peasantry have been 
squeezed ta the utmost, and tho prince is 
not ablo to get money enough together for 
his household expenses, much less for 
building a navy. It is obvious, therefore, 
that Roesia, having pe naval dopot on the 
Mediterranean, is using Montenegro fur 
that purpase. 

DELAGUA BAY RAILWAY QUESTION. 

Londen, Supt. 27.—The Times publishes 
a Lisbon dispatch which says that the 
Delagoa Bay railway question is causing 
great anxiety in Portuguese official circles 
ecauso of reporta which have been eireu- 
lated to tho effoct that the Guvernment haa 
received arbitration terms to which it must 
reply within 30 days, De Oslbon, minister 
of foreign affairs, yesterday hed a long con- 
fereuee with the technical delegate who was 
sent to Delos Bay in regard to the 
defence of Portugul against the British 
claims.
